Elders have preached 
regularly on Cane Creek through this summer, and Elders W. S. Berry and 
Henry Thompson had an appointment to .preach at the house of James 
Condor, one of the members of their church, on Sunday, August 10th, at 11 
o'clock a.m. The latter part of the week preceding August 10th, Elders 
Berry and Thompson were unexpectedly joined by Elders Gibbs and Jones, 
who had been on an extended tour through some of the counties of Middle 
and West Tennessee, also going into Mississippi. Their business was to visit 
the leading men in the counties they passed througli, and lecture in bee 
houses and other halls they might secure, representing the historical, 
and political phases of the Mormon question,” disabusing the public mind 
of erroneous impressions received concerning the Latter-day Saints, by giving 
correct information as to their doctrine, way of life, etc. Elders Gibbs and 
Jones joined Berry and Thompson as aforesaid, and on Sunday morning 
three of them, Gibbs, Thompson and Berry, met at the house of James Con- 
dor, a short time before the hour of service, and as several friends and | 
workers came, they engaged in singing and pleasant conversation.

Condor shouted to’ his two sont; who 
wers out in the orchard, to get their guns One of tha: men, David Hinson, 
entered the front door of the house, crossed the room and began taking down 
tus gan hanging above the back door, just as Martin Condor, a boy of nĩne- 
toon, reached it; but Hinson got the gun and shot Elder Gibbs, the charge 
taking effect under his arm, and killing him instantly. Martin Condor began 
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struggling with Hinson, and a gun was presented at Elder Thompson, which 
Elder Berry clutched with both hands, holding it fast, and Elder Thompson 
ran out of the back door and escaped to the woods. At the same time some 
one shot Hider Barry, and he died without agroan. While this transpired, 
the struggle us going on between Hinson and Martin Condor. Hinson drew 
a revolver, which he snapped at Condor, but it failed to go off. Someone 
else then sbot young Condor, aud Hinson stepped out of the front door. 
Just then J. R. Hudson, half brother to Martin Condor, came down from the 
loft where he bad been after his gun. Two men tried to grapple him, but he 
succeeded in wrenching away sufficiently to shoot David Hinson. As Hinsen 
fell, some one said, I'll have revenge, and shot Hudson, who died an hour:

They know that it is a very common thing for 
those having more than one wife to settle property upon their wives by deeds, 
as the County records will show, which are open every day tu the inspection 
of the public, They know, tov, that thousands of dollars have been sub- 
scribed by benevolent persons in various parts of the world to begging parsons 
for the relief of the Mormon” women who are said to be in such bondage, 
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but that there never was one of those women yet found willing to accept of 
such help. And as to proteetion, why all the sectarian churches of the day, 
many of which are represented in Utah, are ready to promise that to the 
‘women of Mormondom who become dissatistied with their condition; and so

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IN THE BRISTOL CONFERENCE. 


President N. M. Hodges writing from Bristol, September th, 
us the following report of affairs in that Conference: „ a 


hard to spread the principles of truth: We commenced open-air meetings on the 23rd of 
last April, and have prosecuted this labor with considerable energy ever since. In many 
instances the apostates and other anti - Mormons’ have done their best to prevent the 
Gospel seed from bringing forth good fruit, by sowing broadcast any amount of tares and.’

of God. We baptized here in Bristal two elderly men a short time ago, and from that 
time up to the present they have been besieged by the anti- Mormon' lecturers, Walton 
and Bradfield, who have made it their special and most. important’ business to: destroy’ 
the faith of these new disciples of the Son of God, by visiting their houses and alandering 
the ‘Mormon’ people and their religion.

„Elders Panter and Sheets have been laboring together all summer, aud made a five 
weeks’ trip through the lower part of this Conference, which includes Cornwall, a short 
time ago. They started on the Ist of last July and labored to the best of their ability to 
preach the Gospel to the Cornish people, but met with very little success, because th 
Cornish people are filled with prejudice against the Latter-day Saints to a very remark-" 
upon almost as monsters bys great many 
“The tieh geld for the exhibition of his peep show sind 
for the sale of his vile alanders against our people in that part of the country. The 
brethren traveled through the whole length of Cornwall, having started at Calstock and 
ended at Penzance, visiting a great many towns and villages on the way, preaching the 
Gospel and distributing traots wherever an opportunity has offered. In some places 
open-air preaching in the streets or other public places was entirely prohibited, and in 
others the police would not promise the brethren their protection, but would scoff a’ 
them and vilify. our leaders. The Cornish people are a very religious people, and John 
Wealey is their idol, but while they laud his name many of them ignore his precepts. It was 
the misfortune of the brethren to meet with many of this class, hence they had to pay in 
many instances a double price for their food, and as high as four shillings a night for 4 
bed, which, of course, was a great drain on their financial resources, and the — 1 
that when they returned to Bristal they were nearly bankrupt. 11 ¢ 

“+ Elders Salter and Biggs have been traveling together during the Bates, and ‘have. 
been very diligent in preaching the Gospel in the open air and distributing tracts am ong, 
the people, They have traveled through a large part of the counties of Somerset, Wilts, | 
and Gloucester; and held nearly fifty meetings in different towns and villages, in some of 
which there had not been a sermon ‘preached by one of our Elders for upwards ef fifteen’ 
alias? In some instances the people have listened to the brethren very 
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attentively, but in many others they have manifested a very bitter. spirit of opposition 
and persecution. 

In the town of Cheltenham our people had not preached out-doors for twenty years, 
until a few weeks ago. Elders Salter and Biggs, assisted by the local Elders and Saints, 
decided to sound the Gospel trumpet in the streets of that city. For this purpose they 
repaired on Sunday evening to the promenade, a very aristocratic place, the street being 
very wide and shaded with large, magnificent trees, which grow on either side of the 
road, its whole length. Soon after the brethren and sisters had commenced their meeting, 
about two hundred members of a religious body, known as ‘The Christians,’ came along 
aud contended for the right of speaking in that place. The Saints, believing they had as 
much right there as any other body of people, did not feel willing to relinquish their 
claim, so ‘The Christians’ suggested that they all join together. This the Saints were 
willing to do, providing Brother Salter be allowed to do the preaching. To this con- 
dition, however, the ‘Christians’ would not consent, especially when it was known that he 
was going to preach the doctrines of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. So 
they began singing, shouting, and trying to drown the voice of Brother Salter; but he 
being blessed with a strong pair of lungs, succeeded in preaching the Gospel to the 
edification of some and the chagrin and annaxance of many more. The Saints, both men 
and women, being scattered about among the large congregation did good servfce in 
answering questions and replying to the objections of the people, who ann — 
much surprise and astonishment at finding so many ‘ Mormons’ in the town. 7 

The general experience of the Elders has been that after holding three a : 
in one place the people would not come out to hear them, and this has been more 
discouraging to them than either discussion, opposition, or persecution. — 

** During the Summer I have traveled almost through the entire Conferonce, visiting 
the Saints, and doing considerable open-air preaching, so much 80, that my lungs for 
some time past have been in such a condition that I could not speak in public without 
coughing. Very often when I am speaking I begin coughing and continue to mane 
until I close my speech. In all other respects my health is very good. 

In this Conference the Saints are very much scattered and A TO 
visited very often by the Elders because of their isolation. We have one good faithful 
sister by the name of Mary Ann Tippett, living in a rather out-of-the-way place called 
Swanage, on the sea coast, in Dorsetshire. It is a town of about two thousand inhabitants 
and is supported chiefly by its stone quarries, which furnish employmené for a great many 
men. Ithasabeautiful beach whichis very attractive to pleasure seekers who like bathing in 
the sea, and for whom every convenience is provided. There are some very fine buildings. 
in the town, and à very large and beautiful hotel which faces the sea. Between the 
hotel and the sea there is quite an open space called the ‘Quay,’ which is often occupied 
by the different religious bodies for the purpose of holding eut-door meetings, and there 
are always a good many people loitering about there. On invitation of Sister Tippett, I 
viaited Swanage, Saturday, August 2nd, and on Sunday we thought we would like to 
hold meeting in the place, on the quay in front of the hotel at 7 o’clock p.m. At the 
time appointed we held our meeting, which was attended by quite a number of people, 
who were very orderly and seemed much interested in what I had to say. One gentle- 
man was so well pleased that he thanked me for my discourse. Before closing I gave 
notice of another mevting for the next evening. The next morning, which was ‘bank 
holiday,’ I hired the town crier to advertise that a ‘Mormon’ missionary from Utah 
would preach an the quay in front of the Royal Hotel at 7 p. m., and all were invited. to 
attend. At the time appointed I was on the ground accompanied by Sister Tippett, 
who helped me to sing the songs of Zion with all the energy and zeal of à good faithful 
Latter-day Saint. A good many people were congregated, and I preached the first 
principles of the Gospel to them and bore testimony of the divine mission of Joseph 
Smith, the Spirit of God and the holy Scriptures bearing witness to all I said. There 
were several in the congregation with their pencils and note books taking items during 
my discourse, which lasted upwards of an hour, and when I had closed a great man by 
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the name of Morgan, a D. D., and the editor of ‘The Christian; a religious newspaper, got 
up on the seat where I stood and opposed me. He denounced the idea of an angel 
appearing to Joseph Smith, and read the 18th and 19th verses of the last chapter in the 
New Testament to prove there were to be no more revelations, and that Joseph Smith or 
any one else who would add to the Book must be an impostor, etc. He went on to say 
that inasmuch as 1 had testified that the everlasting Gospel had been ‘restored with all 
its gifts and blessings, the very least that I could do was to work a miracle to convince 
‘the people that what I said was true. A great many of the people joined in this demand, 
and decided that if I did uot. work a miracle it was plain proof that I was an impostor. 
A great many people were present, and there was a great uproar. Mr. Morgan also 
found fault with water baptism and divine authority as I had been teaching them to the 
people. The Spirit of the Lord enabled me to answer these objections to the satisfaction 
of a good many of the people and the confusion of my opponents. I repeated the passages 
be had read and very clearly showed the people that it was man who was forbidden to 
add unto the Book and not God. He might add any amount of revelation for aught 
there was against it in those passages. I bore my testimony that Joseph Smith received 
the revealed word of God direct from heaven, and when he wrote it down it was just as 
much the word of God as the writings of St. John or any of the Apostles, I proved very 
plainly that it was the different sects and parties of Christendom who added unto, and 
took away from ‘the words of the prophecy of the Book,’ and therefore they would have 
to suffer the penalty therein written. ‘The first sign seeker in the days of our Savior was 
pointed out to the people, and I asked the question, did it prove Jesus an impostor because 
he would not work à miracle by throwing himself down from the pinnacle of the temple 
to satisfy the curiosity of the devil? If not, neither would it prove me an impostor if I 
refused to work a miracle to satisfy the curiosity of Mr. Morgan. I reminded them that 
Jesus Christ called sign-seekera in His day ‘a wicked and adulterous generation, and 
He always took good care not to satisfy them. I bore testimony to the truth of the words of 
the Son of God that these signs did follow believers in the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints the same as they did in the Ancient Church, but these signs were not to be 
obtained by unbelievers in our day any more than they could be anciently. I also replied 
to the objectians. to water baren and . authority, and sustained my position from 
the New Testament. 

Mr. Morgan again took the stand, 5 began a tirade against the ‘Mormons’ for their 
practice of polygamy, and said I had come to Swanage to induce people to go to Utah to 
practice adultery and whoredom. He had not proceeded far in his abuse before a gentle 
man, Well known in Swanage, by the name of Mr. Brown (an entire stranger to me), 
forced his way through the crowd and took the stand, and said he wanted to see fair 
play, and démanded that Mr. Morgan let the woman question alone. He went on to say 
the ‘Mormons’ were the only people he knew of who practiced what they preached; 
they did marry the women and take care of them and their children, which was a great 
deal more honorable than seducing the women and turning them adrift to fill the 
brothels of the land, the same as the parsons did. He went on to say that the parsons 
ef the Church of England were a lot of whoremongers from the Arch Bishop of Canter- 
bury, down: This assertion produced great confusion among the people, so Mr. Brown 
apologized and said he thought he had gone a little too far in that assertion, but, says he, 
‘which of your curates here in Swanage has not been guilty of seduction? This was a 
r. that my opponents did nat expect and were not prepared for, and taken altogether, 

| ’s. speech, was like a bombshell explading in their camp. 1 
<\ “AseoonasI-could be heard Lexptained the difference between plural marriage, as taught 
dy the Latter-day Saints, and the seductions, whoredoms, and abominations that existed 
in the Christian world.
